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Kare  Kook  Koom  Open  for  Students 


With  little  fanfare,  as  befits  a  library, 
an  important  addition  has  been  made 
at  Mary  Washington  College. 

A  rare  book  room  has  been  set  up  in 
the  E.  Lee  Trinkle  Library. 

The  small,  windovvless  room,  with 
heavy  wire  screen  doors  protecting  dark- 
colored  bookcases,  attractively  lends  it- 
self to  being  just  what  it  is.  With  som- 
bre dignity,  there  is  a  vault-like  air  of 
value  about  the  room. 

Previously  the  room,  located  on  the 
second  floor  just  off  the  balcony  that 
looks  down  into  the  main   lobby,  had 


been  the  Virginia  Room,  where  books 
by  residents  or  relating  to  the  state  were 
kept. 

An  MWC  collection  of  rare  books, 
however,  had  long  been  a  desire  of 
many  of  the  faculty  members,  notably 
Dr.  Daniel  H.  Woodward,  who  is  cred- 
ited with  spearheading  the  drive  for  the 
present  set  up. 

During  the  summer  of  1963,  Chan- 
cellor Grellet  C.  Simpson  appointed  Dr. 
Woodward,  Dr.  Sidney  H.  Mitchell, 
Dr.  Pauline  G.  King  and  Lawrence  A. 
Wishner  of  the  faculty  and  Dr.  Gordon

W.  Jones,  local  physician,  as  an  advis- 
or)- committee  to  the  librarian.  Dr.  Car- 
rol H.  Quenzel,  on  setting  up  a  rare 
book  collection. 

The  committee  decided  to  begin  the 
project  in  three  fields:  literature,  rep- 
resented by  the  highly  influential  James 
Joyce;  science,  represented  by  the 
French  physiologist  Claude  Bernard : 
and  18th  centuiy  architecture,  land- 
scaping and  gardening. 

Selection    of    the    fields    was    made, 

among   other   reasons,   on    the   basis  of

DR.  PEIRCE  WRITES 
OF  STAY  IN  INDIA 

{Fror7i  the  Free  Lance  Star) 

A  \isit  with  the  vice  president  of 
India,  a  night  spent  in  a  parked  bus 
after  a  Himalayan  landsHde,  a  produc- 
tion of  "The  Man  Who  Came  to  Din- 
ner"" by  a  largely  Indian  cast. 

These  are  some  of  the  things  related 
by  Dr.  Alan  S.  Peirce  in  a  report  sent 
back  to  MWC  describing  experiences 
in  the  country  where  he  is  spending  a 
year. 

"It  hardly  seems  possible,  but  two- 
thirds  of  our  academic  year  in  India 
have  elapsed,"  he  wrote. 

"About  the  middle  of  September  we 
joined  the  rest  of  the  women's  college 
team  and  the  Fulbrighters  in  India  at 
New  Delhi  for  a  valuable  and  infonna- 
tive  program.  We  heard  experts  in 
many  fields  discuss  current  aspects  of 
India's  political,  economic,  and  educa- 
tion and  social  conditions." 

Dr.  Peirce,  who  is  accompanied  by 
his  wife,  said  they  were  privileged  to  at- 
tend sessions  of  both  houses  of  the  In- 
dian parliament.  They  were  entertained 


at  an  informal  tea  by  Dr.  Zakir  Hus- 
sain,  Indian  vice  president. 

En  route  to  one  of  his  assignments 
they  entrained  for  Jullundur  in  north 
Punjab  on  the  way  to  Kashmir  Valley. 
,\t  Ramban  in  the  southern  Himalayas 
they  were  held  ujj  by  news  of  a  land- 
slide blocking  their  way.  Directed  to  a 
government  bungalow,  they  found  it 
full,  and,  borrowing  two  blankets,  spent 
the  night  in  a  bus. 

They  found  Ramban  "a  jewel  nestled 
among  beautiful  forested  mountains." 
Returning  to  New  Delhi  in  October, 
they  met  Dr.  Peirce's  new  principal.  Dr. 
Shridevi,  Miss  Shridevi  is  principal  of 
Women's  College  at  Hyderabad  and 
will  be  a  visitor  in  the  spring  at  MWC. 

"In  Hyderabad,"  he  wrote,  "we  vis- 
ited Golconda  Fort,  an  imposing  bas- 
tion of  the  16th  century,  and  used  ex- 
tensively during  the  filming  of  'The 
Prisoner  of  Zenda.'  The  Kohinoor  dia- 
mond came  from  the  Golconda  mines. 
Here  also  is  the  Ohar  Minar,  a  four-pil- 
lared monument  celebrating  the  end  of 
a  severe  plague  epidemic;  and  the  fab- 
ulous Faluknuma  Palace  of  the  old 
Hyderabad  Nizam,  at  one  time  the  rich- 
est man  in  the  world. 


The  Peirces  heard  a  group  of  about 
30  Christian  singers,  most  of  them  In- 
dian, in  a  "thrilling  perfomiance"  of 
Haydn's  "Creation."  Also  at  Hyder- 
abad, they  saw  an  Indian  amateur 
group  stage  "The  Man  Who  Came  to 
Dinner,"  starring  an  exchange  student 
from  the  University  of  Minnesota. 

The  Hyderabad  stay  ended  on  Christ- 
mas Eve,  and  the  Peirces  traveled  to 
Bangalore,  where  their  Christmas  din- 
ner was  traditional — turkey  with  trim- 
mings, plum  pudding  with  butter  sauce. 
Then  they  traveled  on  to  Madras,  where 
Dr.  Peirce  has  just  begun  a  tenn  at  Wo- 
men's Christian  College  continuing  un- 
til March  20. 

Dr.  Peirce,  on  leave  from  the  MWC 
biology  department,  is  one  of  the  first 
participants  in  an  Indian-American  fac- 
ulty exchange  program.  He  has  been 
teaching  at  three  different  colleges  in 
India  since  last  July.  He  and  Mrs. 
Peirce  plan  to  make  an  extended  tour  of 
the  Pacific  after  his  one-year  assignment 
ends  this  spring.

other  rare  book  collectors,  importance 
of  the  field,  and  special  interests  of  the 
members  of  the  advisory  committee. 

Dr.  Mitchell  pointed  out  that  one  of 
the  many  factors  influencing  setting  up 
the  rare  book  room  was  that  the  library 
stacks,  which  contained  many  valuable 
books,  were  made  open,  and  the  more 
valuable  volumes  needed  to  be  kept  in 
some  other  location. 

Both  Dr.  Quenzel  and  Dr.  Mitchell 
expressed  a  belief  that  such  a  collection 
of  rare  books  help  give  students  an  ap- 
preciation of  the  history  of  printing  and 
a  respect  for  good  books. 
Editor's  note:  Dr.  Sidney  H.  Mitchell, 
Chairman  of  the  Chancellor's  Commit- 
tee on  Rare  Books  stated,  "It  is  impor- 
tant that  the  Rare  Book  Room  not  be 
confused  with  a  museum  or  repository 
for  peculiar  objects  protected  behind 
glass  barriers.  It  is  not.  The  Rare  Book 
Room  is  an  integral  part  of  the  library, 
and  its  contents  are  purchased  and 
cared  for  solely  in  order  that  they  may 
be  available  to  students  and  faculty  for 
examination,  study,  and  research."

The  collection,  which  now  numbers 
approximately  500  volumes,  has  been 
greatly  advanced  by  the  following  gifts:

From  Levin 
Houston,  associate  professor  of  music, 
an  early  edition  of  Joyce's  Haveth 
Childres  Everywhere.  Dr.  Gordon  W. 
Jones,  a  Fredericksburg  physician  and 
long  time  friend  of  the  libraiy,  has  pre- 
sented many  valuable  books  to  the  col- 
lection. From  Mrs.  M.  J.  R.  Morris, 
a  number  of  gifts,  including  a  "chain 
book,"  Fox's  Book  of  Martyrs.  Mrs. 
Paul  G.  Hook,  assistant  professor  of 
education,  has  made  a  contribution  in 
memory  of  her  late  husband,  former  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Fredericksburg 
schools. 

At  Homecoming  this  May  the  Alum- 
nae College  program  will  feature  the 
library.  Alumnae  will  then  have  an 
opportunity  to  see  this  interesting  col- 
lection. 


KENVIN  NAMED 
FOR  INDIA  POST 

The  Board  of  Visitors  of  UVa  ap- 
proved a  one-year  leave  of  absence  for 
Dr.  Roger  L.  Kenvin,  assistant  profes- 
sor of  English  at  MWC,  so  that  Dr. 
Kenvin  may  serve  as  an  exchange  pro- 
fessor for  a  year  at  the  Isabella  Tho- 
burn  College  in  Lucknow,  India. 

He  will  be  the  second  faculty  mem- 
ber at  MWC  to  participate  in  the  ex- 
change program  now  in  effect  with  US 
and  India  women's  colleges.  He  and 
his  family  will  probably  leave  for  the 
assignment  in  June. 

Dr.  Kenvin  holds  an  AB  degree  from 
Bowdoin  College;  an  MA  from  Har- 
vard ;  and  MFA  and  DFA  degrees  from 
Yale  University.  He  came  to  MWC  in 
1959  and  formerly  taught  at  the  Insti- 
tute Le  Rosey  in  Switzerland  and  at 
Northwestern  U.

Anne  Fairfax  annex  is  the  lem])orary 
home  of  Miss  Padmabai  Rubgundi, 
Mary  Washington's  first  Indian  faculty 
member,  who  will  serve  as  visiting  lec- 
turer and  consultant  in  the  humanities 
during  second  semester.  She  comes  here 
under  the  tenns  of  an  exchange  program 
established  last  year  with  women's  col- 
leges in  India  and  the  United  States. 

Miss  Padmabai,  a  native  of  Madras, 
India,  holds  her  MA  degree  from  the 
U  of  Madras  and  is  a  lecturer  in  Eng- 
lish at  the  Women's  Christian  College 
in  Madras.  She  did  her  undergraduate 
work  at  St  Anne's  College  of  the  U  of 
Oxford,  England,  and  Woodbrook  Col- 
lege, England.  Last  fall  she  was  visiting 
faculty  member  at  Connecticut  Wo- 
men's College  in  New  London  and 
Wheaton  College  in  Massachusetts. 

While  at  MWC  Miss  Padmabai  will 
lecture  in  the  following  courses:  phi- 
losophy, English,  geography,  sociology, 
and  history. 

TESTS  SUPPLIED 

FOR  COLLEGE  BOARDS 

Since  the  creation  of  the  Educational 
Testing  Service  in  1947,  MWC's  James 
H.  Croushore  has  participated  in  the 
program.  Dr.  Croushore,  who  is  chair- 
man of  the  English  dept,  has  helped  to 
both  write  and  grade  examinations  for 
ETS,  which  supplies  tests  for  the  Col- 
lege Entrance  Examination  Board. 

Each  year  Dr.  Croushore  attends  an 
annual  week-long  committee  meeting 
in  Princeton,  NJ.  During  this  meeting, 
members  of  the  committee  score  the 
College  Board  tests  which  were  admin- 
istered in  December. 

One  of  Dr.  Croushore's  projects  in 
the  past  has  concerned  setting  up  meth- 
ods to  grade  essay  examinations.  Pres- 
ently he  is  working  on  development  of 
an  "end  of  course"  test.  This  examina- 
tion would  be  used  after  the  completion 
of  college  freshman  English  courses  or 
for  advance  placement  in  English. 

Dr.  Croushore  described  the  test- 
writing  procedure  in  six  steps:  1 — Plan 
the  test.  2 — Write  the  question.  3 — 
Tiy  the  questions  experimentally.  4- — 
,\ssemble  the  tests.  5 — Find  out  whether 
the  test  does  the  job  it  was  intended  to 
do.    6 — Help   to   interpret   test   results.

COLLEGE  OUTLINES 
PLAN  FOR  GROWTH

A  six-year  capital  outlay  plan  total- 
ing $4,736,200,  has  been  approved  in 
principle  for  MWC  by  the  UVa  board 
of  visitors. 

Partly  a  standby  plan  for  growth  of 
the  college,  it  proposes  two  new  donui- 
tories  and  a  new  classroom  building  for 
construction  during  the  1966-1972 
])eriod. 

The  program  signals  a  tentative 
change  of  policy  at  MWC  that  could 
increase  the  present  enrollment  of  1,750 
to  2,065  at  the  end  of  the  six-year 
period. 

Chancellor  Grellet  C.  Simpson  said 
the  UVa  board,  which  endorsed  the 
plan  in  outline  on  Saturday  (Feb.  6), 
left  the  implementing  of  it  to  the  col- 
lege administration,  as  the  administra- 
tion deems  necessary. 

Dr.  Simpson  tenned  "unquestionable" 
the  need  for  the  first  of  the  two  donns 
proposed  in  the  plan.  He  indicated  the 
second  proposed  donn  may  await  the 
outcome  of  MWC  enrollments  next 
September  before  a  commitment  is 
made. 

The  six-year  plan  is  an  outgrowth  of 
Governor  Harrison's  urging  two  months 
ago  that  MWC   make  available  space 


for  a  surge  in  student  enrollments  next 
September,  if  necessary. 

At  that  time  MWC  estimated  that 
its  two-year  capital  outlay  proposals 
for  1966-68  would  be  raised  by  more 
than  $1,000,000  if  it  became  necessary 
to  meet  a  new  surge  of  students  next 
September.  A  new  dormitory  and  a 
class  room  addition  to  Chandler  Hall 
were  envisioned  in  the  December  esti- 
mate. 

In  the  new  capital-outlay  plan: 

•  A  separate  classroom  building  .  .  . 
proposed  for  construction  in  1966-68. 
A  tentative  site  is  suggested  between 
Chandler  Hall  and  the  dining  hall. 

•  The  first  of  the  two  dorms  is  tenta- 
tively suggested  for  the  hill  side  facing 
Sunken  Road,  next  to  where  the  curv- 
ing new  Russell  dormitory  is  now  under 
construction  .  .  . 

•  The  second  dorm  proposed  for  the 
1968-70  biennium,  is  tentatively  sug- 
gested for  an  inner-campus  site  between 
the  dining  hall  and  Monroe  Hall  where 
a  brick  bridge  now  crosses  a  ravine  .  .  . 

•  Once  again,  top  priority  is  given  to 
the  long-deferred  physical  education 
center  (to  be  called  Goolrick  Hall) ,  but 
a  new  site  is  proposed  on  the  wooded 
hilltop  between  the  Fine  Arts  Center 
and  the  alternate  US  1  Bypass  .  .  . 

•  A  new  laundry  building,  ...  is  pro- 
posed for  the  1966-68  biennium  on  the 
hillside  behind  the  Fine  Arts  Center. 

•  The  renovation  of  Monroe  Hall  .  .  . 
and  of  Willard  Hall  .  .  .  are  proposed 
for  the  1966-68  biennium. 

.  .  .  The  second  biennium,  1968-70, 
would  jDrovide  for  the  second  donn, 
plus  a  $220,000  addition  to  the  college 
heating  plant  and  $80,000  for  air  con'- 
ditioning  the  libraiy  and  Ann  Carter 
Lee  Hall,  as  well  as  a  $65,000  elevator 
in   the   administration   building   .    .    . 

All  of  these  proposals  are  subject  to 
review  by  the  governor  and  his  Capital 
Outlay  Study  Commission,  plus  the 
1966  session  of  the  Va  General 
Assembly. 

Dr.  Simpson  acknowledged  today 
that  in  his  first  nine  years  at  MWC  his 
intention  has  been  to  retain  the  present 
size  of  the  college  and  strengthen  its 
academic  program  and  the  calibre  of 
incoming  students. 

Although  the  policy  has  been  suc- 
cessful, there  have  been  some  debits,  he 
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added,  in  the  continuing  overcrowding 
in  some  domiitories  and  a  drop  in  out- 
of-state  students  at  MWC. 

"Within  the  framewortc  of  the  pres- 
ent-size college,  we  have  gone  about  as 
far  as  we  can,"  he  said. 

Despite  all  these  indications,  the  ex- 
pansion of  the  college  enrollment  by 
approximately  320  students  is  still  offi- 
cially viewed  as  a  flexible,  if  not  stand- 
by, plan  for  the  next  six  years. 

The  Chancellor  temied  the  univer- 
sity board's  action  "an  endorsement  of 
what  has  been  done  and  of  what  might 

be  done."

THIRTY  YEARS  AGO— 1934.  The  names 
of  Dolly  Madison,  Mary  Ball  and  Mary  Cus- 
tis  were  selected  for  new  dormitories  at 
MWC.  Dr.  Edward  Alvey,  Jr.,  who  had 
just  come  to  the  State  Teachers  College  as 
professor  of  education  and  director  of  teacher 
training,  spoke  at  a  district  meeting  of  the 
VEA  in  Manassas. 

TWENTY  YEARS  AGO— 1944.  The  Board 
of  Visitors  of  UVa  authorized  MWC  to 
purchase  the  property  of  Mrs.  D.  J.  Boul- 
ware  for  $50,000.  Temporarily  the  house 
[which  is  now  Spotswood  Alumnae  House] 
has  been  used  as  a  dormitory  for  22  students. 

Ice  skating  was  the  vogue  for  Mary  Wash- 
ington College  students  as  novices  and  figure 
skaters  filled  a  new  outdoor  skating  rink.  .  .  . 
Dr.  George  E.  Shankle  published  a  new  book, 
"Current  Abbreviations"   .   .   . 
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the  Stafford  Co  school  board  since  my  gradu- 
ation in  1926.  My  first  husband,  Vivian 
Turner  Henderson,  died  in  1955.  I  am  now 
married  to  Joseph  Stapleton  Chinn  and  we 
live  in  F'burg.  Joe  is  employed  by  FMC 
and  I  am  principal  of  Gari  Melchers  elem 
school  in  Falmouth." 

1928 — A  note  on  the  fund  envelope  from  E. 
Elizabeth  Martin  says  she  received  an  AB 
and  MEd  degree  at  William  and  Mary.  She 
is  now  an  elem  supervisor  in  Hampton. 

In  January  a  note  and  contribution  from 
Carmen  Mejia  Weiler  placed  her  in  Fairfax. 
"We  are  at  the  above  address  temporarily. 
We  are  not  sure  if  we  are  going  back  to  Rio 
on  another  assignment  or  will  stay  here  .  .  .

1930  after  serving  as  teacher  and  elem 
suiicrvisor  in  York-Warwick  counties  from 
1933-36  and  returned  to  Chesterfield  where 
she  worked  until  her  retirement  in  June 
1957.    She  has  no  immediate  survivors. 

Mrs.  Gay  wrote,  ".  .  .  Miss  Elsie  had  been 
ill  for  a  long  time  and  suflFered  so  much. 
She  had  to  have  one  leg  amputated  and  for 
some  time  had  been  confined  to  a  wheel 
chair  .  .  .  (she)  never  liked  the  snow.  We 
all  felt  very  sad  that  she  was  buried  in 
and  during  our  worst  snow  storm  of  the 
season  and  before  night  her  grave  at  a  little 
country  graveyard  was  completely  covered 
with  snow.  Miss  Elsie  was  an  outstanding 
supervisor,  in  fact  she  was  my  supervisor  for 
two  years  during  my  early  teaching  days.  She 
will  be  missed  in  the  field  of  education  and 
by  her  many  friends.   .   .   ."
